Police Force in Breaking 
Up Parades Used in 
Many Centres

SUDBURY, Ont., May 2.—Fifteen 
of the 18 persons arrested yesterday 
when Communists attempted a May 
Day demonstration without carrying 
the Union Jack were remanded un- 
til May 6 when they appeared before 
Magistrate J. S. McKessock in Sud- 
bury police court this morning. 


Sunday, May 1, was marked by 
demonstrations of a Communistic 
nature in many Canadian cities and 
towns and in several cases numer- 
ous agitators and alleged Commun- 
ists were placed under arrest after 
pitched battles with police. Force 
in breaking up parades was neces- 
sary in various centres where minor 
riots marred the tranquility of the 
Sabbath. 

The most serious disturbance of the 
day broke out at Sudbury, Northern 
Ontario mining centre, when citizens 
and marching behind the 
Red flag, clashed. Police were ced 
to charge the milling mob weilding 
batons. Eighteen were arrested and 


STIRRED BY REFUSAL 

Angry citizens, stirred by the re- 
fusal of tl paraders to carry the 
Union Jack alongside the Communist 
emblem, broke up the procession and 
when police arrived the air was filled 
with flying stones. Many were in- 
jured 

At Hamilton police and firemen 
battled for three hours with a crowd 
of nearly 15,000 attending a Com- 
munist rally in Woodland Park. Police 
used batons to great advantage, while 
firemen finally were forced to bring 
powerful streams of water into play 
to effect order, Eig n were placed 
under arrest.

Quite a number of ambitious gentlemen 
have started out to corner the wheat market 
and put the world to ransom, working on that 
theory of two harvests only per year, and have 
found in the end that they had cornered them- 
selves. Nature persisted in ripening new crops 
somewhere in between times, and put their 
calculations out of hitch. 

Cornering the wheat market and keeping it 
cornered is about as hopeful an undertaking 
as cornering sunlight, whether attempted by 
speculative dealers or by growers’ combines. 
There are few countries in which wheat can- 
not be grown, and will be if the price goes high 
enough to be attractive; and there is no month 
in the year when a new crop is not being har- 
vested in some country.

Under the new provision, women teachers will be 
| granted either half a year’s eave on full pay or a year's 
' Jeave on half pay, as they may elect, for the Purpose 
of attendling to maternal duties. 

Like most questions, there's a good deal to be said 
both for and against the teacher as a mother. Mother- 
hood may greatly quicken her understanding for and 
sympathy with, child nature. On the other hand, it 
may withdraw her interest from the schoo] to concen- 
trate it on her own child or her own domest'c prob- 


lems. It depends on the woman, and her circum- 
stances. 


In Western Canada the discussion is an economic 
rather than an academic one.
